PUT UP MORE DRINKING FOUNTAINS. 


Just as Atlanta is waking up to the necessity for establishing more drink- 
ing fountains for horses at points most accessible there comes protest against 
the one just erected at North avenue and Peachtree street, on the ground 
that it causes blocking of the street crossing. 

If the complaint is well tounded, which is easy of determination, the 
proper remedy is not the removal of this drinking fountain to some other 
section of the city, but the setting of it a few feet away, where horses may 
easily be driven up to it without stopping on the crossing. 

This drinking fountain, supplied through contributions raised by children 
—a monument to their humanity—could scarcely have been placed to better 
advantage or where it is more needed. 

At almost the half-way point between the center of the city and its lim- 
its, and upon the most used thoroughfare in Atlanta, its position, consid- 
ering its purpose, is ideal. As a correspondent points out in a communica- 
tion published elsewhere, it is the only drinking fountain for stock upon the 
entire direct route from West End to Brookwood. Crossing the city in the 
Other direction, there is none to be found from Inman Park to the end of 
Marietta street. o/ 

Hemove it, if necessary, a sufficient distance to prevent blocking of the 
crossing, but by all means let it stay somewhere in that neighborhood.

HON. W. G. BRANTLEY ASKS
